Moore, which left Velasco, Texas, on 
the 4th iiist. we receive some more re- 
cent information from that country. The 

Mexican forces were about 120 miles dis- 
tant from the Texian army, which was 
continually augmenting in numbers by 
the daily arrival of reinforcements. Be- 
tween the 4th and 5th, it is believed 
there will beat least 8R0 additional troops 
more, which will have efiectod a junc- 
tion with the main array. 

The Texians are in fine spirits, the 
whole population turning out en masse,j 
aud every man pushing forward witlij 
alacrity, eager to engage with enemies 



who are vainly boasting that they will 
strew the earth with their rebellious foes. | 
In consequence of a large amount of 
provisions, destined for the Mexican 
army, having been intercepted by some 
Texian troops, it is supposed that the 
Mexicans will suffer much from the 
want of necessary supplies. These pro- 
visions, thus intercepted, were the car- 
goes of the Fanny Butler and Watchman, 
the vessels published a few days since, 
as being detained at Copano, where they 
were still in detention, when the Shenan 
doah sailed. 

The Texian schooner Invincible, schoo 
ner Union, and’ schooner Camanche 
which was discharging her cargo, were 
all at Velasco the 4th inst. Gen. Santa 
Anna was still in confinement at Coliim- 

Upon the whole, tho prospects of the 
Texians are any thing but discouraging, 
and the great zeal manifested by them 
in preparing to meet their numerous 
foes, augurs well for the result of the ap- 
proaching conflict. 

The Mexican forces, about 5000 
strong, remain stationed at the Nueces 
under tho command of Ganero. This 
probably is not the whole number of 
their army, but that portion only intend- 
ad to act in advance of the main body 
The Texians have by this time, probably, 
much upwards of .3000 mon. We were 
apprehensive that upon tho arrival of 
Generaniouston, some difficulty might 
grow out of the appointment of Lamar 
to the command of the army. It is be 
lieved, however, that there would be no 
unpleasant feelings occasioned, and that 
Lamar would yield up the command, 
should it be desired by Gen. Houston. 

Archer, onc'of the commissioners from 
Texas, who with Messrs. Austin and 
Wharton have been through the United 
States during the last winter and spring, 
it is supposed will s.icceed president Bur- 
net. These are some of the on dits from 
Texas. 

A Mr. Barts, or so called, died at Co- 
lumbia before the sailing of the Shenan- 
doah — whom it is believed is the Mr. 
Barton (behaving assumed tho name of 
Barl.s) w ho was theCashierof the Bank 
of Albany, and who absconded with a 
large amount of the funds of that insti- 
tution. About 15,000 dollars was found 
in his possession after his death. It may 
be recollected that a large reward was 
offered for the apprehension of Barton, 
who, it was believed, had sailed for Ha- 
vana, and it is quite probable that he is 
tho same individual, who, anxious to re- 
trieve his lost reputation, and stifle in 
some measure the goadings of an anxious 
mind, sought relief amidst a people agi- 
tated with the thrilling preparations for a 
severe combat. — Commercial Bulletin.

AN .-VCT making further appropriations 
for carrying into effect certain Indian 
treaties. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
cf Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. That 
the following sums be, and they are here- 
by appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
carry into effect certain Indians treaties, 
viz; 

For the amount stipulated to be paid 
for the lands ceded in the first article of 
tho treaty with the Cherokees of the 
twenty-ninth of December, ono thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-five, deducting 
the cost of tho land to be provided for 
them west of the Mississippi, under the 
second article of said treaty, four million 
five hundred thousand dollars. 

For extinguishing tho title of certain 
half breeds to reservations, granted them 
in the treaty with tho Osages, in eigh 
teen hundred and twenty-five, according 
to the fourth article of the aforesaid 
treaty with the Cherokees, fifteen thou- 
sand dollars. 

For paymanl for the improvements on 
the missionary reservations at Union and 
Harmony, according to the Fame article 
of the said treaty with the Cherokees, 
twenty-five thousand dollars.

A letter from an officer 
at the latter post received hy the com- 
manding officer here on the 2 1st states 
thiit the first train was attacked on 
that evening within a quarter of a 
mile of Micanopy, hy three hundred 
Indians — the action lasted more than 
an liour, twelve men were badly woun- 
ded — many horses killed. C:ipt.

It is said they petitioned 
Jcsu|) for leave to kee|i their relatives, 
w ho were hostile prisoners, with tliem, 
and that they might not be carried west- 
ward, with the other liosliles, nor be sent 
to Georgia for trial. This request Jes- 
iip refused, which is said to have render- 
ed Yoholo and Jim Boy very much dis- 
satisfied. In consequence of it General 
Jesup intends keeping a large force in 
the nation mi'il ihe result of the Chiefs’ 
ri-.M'iiuut'iit is niore fully ascertained. — 
8 .1110 dtiiiot r is also apprehended from 
the deporimiMit of the friendly Indians 
upon their being informed that they were 
to be sent oir to the west immediately 
with the hoslilos. They can raise 3000 
fighting men at least, and some say more. 
They bad lately 1,100 under arms who 
wore fighting for, unless for an arrange 
ment, such as that of which they now 
complain. They let loose their whole 
kennel upon the administration, the of- 
fice holder land speculators, and lho“peI 
banks.” They charged the administra- 
tion with corruption — they “swore terri- 
bly” about the office holders speculating 
in public lands and upon public funds — 
and they said many very hard things 
about tlie “pet banks” loaning money, 
in an unauthorized manner, to tho office 
holders and to the favorites of govern- 
ment. Well, tliey certainly believed 
what they said — they will not now, we 
hope, pretend that they knew these char- 
ges to he unfounded, and that they re 
pealed them merely for effect — and be- 
lieving, what coiihl they ns honest [latri- 
ots, desire, oflier than a reformation of 
these abuses? Why, 'hen, do they kick 
against a project for which they labored, 
and seemed so very anxious to have a- 
dopfed ?

Mr, 
A/cA/ahon at the lime, was^engaged at vespers, or 
evening service in the community ioadifferenl 
house. AH the girls, who are of various ages, 
from six to sixtean, declared piomplly and indig- 
nantly, that nothing occurred to create the slight- 
est suspicion that vVr. AJcAiahon had any agency 
in the alarm. They expressed the opinion, in 
which we fully concur, that the knocking was (he 
workofsome mischievous boy, black or white, 
who wished to amuse himself by alarming them, 
the yard being thrown open to the street, by the 
buildings of the church now in progress. The fore- 
going are literally all the facts that have given 
rise lo the repoas unfavorable lo Afr. A/cA/ahon. 
The public will doubtless consider them a slight 
basis upon which to found charges injurious to a 
respectable man, — and to meritorious females, 
whose lives are dedicated lo the cause of educa- 
tion and charity, JAS.
